JANUARY  1950 


The  production  of  margarine  based  on  reports  from  manufacturers  in  the  United 
States  amounted  to  79,859,000  pounds  during  January  1950.    This  production  was 
2,170,000  pounds  above  that  of  January  1949  and  11,732,000  pounds  above  the  January- 
average  for  the  5  years,  1945-49. 

Of  the  total  amount  manufactured  during  the  month  78,035,000  pounds,  or  98 
percent,  u-ere  made  from  vegetable  oils  only  Mnd  1,824,000  pounds,' or  2  potcent  from 
animal  and  vegetable  oils.    Coloring  was  added  to  24,151,000  pounds  of  the 
margarine  produced  leaving  55,708,000  uncolored.
